UITE recently Sir Richard Pa de- 

livered a lecture in Dublin, telling of 

how speech, as we know it, originated 
with illustrations of the human throat, and 
how its formation was affected by the vowels 
and sonsonants of language.

IRISH SEED POTATOES. 


ABUNDANT SuUrPLIES, 


- 


In Great Britain recently a firm oí Scottish 
seed potato merchants was convicted under 
the Seeds Act, 1920, in respect of the sales 
of a cofisignment of two tons of Sharpe's 
Express seed potatoes with an incorrect de- 
scription of the variety, The name is deemed 
correct if it is true of 97 per cent. of the 
total quantity sold. In the case under 
notice, the seed potatoes were estimated to 
have contained approximately 30 per cent. 
of ‘‘rogues.”” The defendants pleaded guilty, 
and were fined £5. 

In the Irish Free State buyers of seed 
potatoes are protected by the Weeds and 
Agricultural Seeds Act, 1909. Under this 
measure, samples of seed potatoes are taken 
by officers of the Department of Agriculture, 
and if they fail to reach the required standard 
the Department is empowered to publish the 
names of offending sellers; in exceptional 
cases, by placard. In the ordinary way, @ 
list of persons who have unsuitable seed is 
circulated amongst traders, wholesale and 
retail. This is regarded as a very effective 
measure, and has been in regular operation, 
with satisfactory results. i 

The seed potato industry in Ireland is a 
growing one. Three years ago the area 
under potatoes intended for seed was 200 
acres. Last year in the Irish Free State the 
officers of the Department of Agriculture in- 
spected 1,500 acres with a view to seeing 
whether the crops were pure and true to 
name. Where crops were affected with 
diseases such as were likely to injure the seed 
they did not issue . certificates of gears

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 MENDELISM AND THE 
FARMER. 


LAWS EXPLAINED. 


Very few farmers have heard of Mendel, 
and yet they owe a very great debt to this 
reat ioneer in agricultural research. 
regor Mendel was a monk, and abbot of 
Brinn, in Germany. In the cloister garden 
of his monastery he made experiments on 
the cross-breeding of plants and animals 
about the middle of the last century. These 
experiments produced most important results 
for the farmer and science in general; but 
they were published in an unknown and local 
journal, where they escaped the notice of 
the outside world. After nearly forty years 
they were rediscovered by three well-known 
scientists of the time, about the year 1901, 
and made known to other scientific workers, 
Mendel worked on simple plants and animals, 
but the results would have been the same 
zit he had worked with the higher animals. 

The principles which he found to rule all 
cross-breeding experiments are called Men- 
delism. They may best be explained by a 
simple example. it we mate a black boar 
with a white sow the offspring may, or may 
not, be black. But if the members of this 
ce. or first 2232 as he called it, are 
intere „their offspring will always obe 
certain laws. One quarter of them Wil aen 
be black and another quarter white, and the 
remainder black or white. The quarter that 
is always black will breed true to this 
character, as will also the quarter that is 
white. Mendel found these laws always 
obeyed in the case of a pair of characters 
like blackness and whiteness. But it is be- 
lieved the same laws apply in all cases of 
the transmission of * from the 
parent to the offspring. Here lies their great

The Ministry of Agriculture, in their en- 
deavour to raise the average milk yield of 
cows in Ireland, are working on Mendelian 
lines. For this purpose they are establishing 
cow-testing associations all over the country. 
The latter have a supervisor at their head, 
who takes down the daily milk yield of each 
cow and the average test. These are added 
up at the end of the year, and the total yield 
for the year and average test are known. 
These results are given to the farmer, 
who is now in a position to compare 
the milk yield of each cow. He knows his 
good milkers and his bad milkers. If he isa 
wise farmer he will only breed from the 
former for dairy purposes, A bull bred from

tion. Thus, the former has the opportunity 
of breeding a good herd of milking cows for 
himself, and weeding out the bad ones.

With the approach of Budget day in 
the Free State the question of protective 
a~iffs is beginning once again to exercise 
the minds of thoughtful citizens. Speak- 
ing at Clontarf on Monday evening, Mr. 
Ernest Blythe declared that the principal 
tariff which was imposed in his last 
Budget—namely, the ad valorem. tax ol 
fifteen per ent. on imported foot-wear— 
had proved to be entirely successful. 


We agree with Mr. Blythe’s opinion, 


which he has expressed repeatedly 


" is not a matter of vital 
principle, but purely a matter of 
expediency. One country’s meat in this 
respect may be another country's 
poison, and generalisations are extremely 
misleading. In regard to foot-wear, how- 
ever, we have held from the outset that, 
so far as the Free State is concerned, a 
protective tariff is almost useless. This 
country imports boots and shoes to the 
value of some £2,000,000 every year. 
When the fifteen per cent. tax was im- 
posed Mr. Blythe predicted that it would 
give Irish boot firms a chance of develop- 
ing their industry, and would encourage 
British manufacturers to establish 
factories in the Free State. The fact is, 
unfortunately, that the tax on foot-wear 
probably will yield at least £280,000 
during the present year—a figure which 
proves that the annual import of boots and 
shoes is being reduced very slightly, if 
at all. '

They will enable the Commission— 
if it makes good use of its opportunities 
to collect evidence and to reach con- 
clusions which may constitute a land- 
mark in national progress: It is in- 
structed to inquire whether the number of 
drink licences in the Free State is exces- 
sive, and, in the event of such excess 
being found to exist, to make recommenda- 
tions by which an adequate reduction may 
be effected on an equitable basis. There 
is no pre- judgment of the Commission’s 
findings in the assertion that the number 
of drink-shops in the Free State is not 
merely excessive, but scandalously and 
ruinously excessive, and that most of the

Air Estimates. 


The Royal Air Force estimates for next 
year. amount to over seventeen million 
pounds.

Six or seven new air units are 
to be created during the next financial 
year, and the cost of a new squadron 
equipped with ‘planes of new design is 
almost half a million pounds.

Revenue Returns. 


The Treasury fs now able to realise what 
the revenue and expenditure prospects for 
the present financial year may be like at 
the end of March. At the end of 
December there was an apparent deficit 
of £51,000,000, and up to Saturday last 
£30,000,000 less had n received than 


luring the corresponding ten months of 
ie last financial year. Mr. Snowden, 
however, allowed for a _ shrinkage of 
£43,000,000 during the year, but it is un- 
likely that this sum will become effective. 
Five million pounds less than he estimated 
has been expended, reducing the £43,000,000 
to £38,000,000, while it is anticipated that 
the revenue returned during February and 
March will be well over the estimate.

THE SPEED LIMIT. 
SENATOR’S NOVEL PROPOSAL. 


When the Committee stage of the Local 
Government Bill was resumed, Mr. Lenihan 
proposed an amendment to Section 31, by 
which he sought to give County Councils 
power to fix the maximum speed for mechani 
cally propelled vehicles on the roads over 
which they have jurisdiction 

Mr. Barrington said that if the amendment 
was carried it might mean that there would 
be a different speed in every county. It 
would be much wiser to leave the power in 
the hands of the central authority, the 
Ministry. 

On the suggestion of the Minister, the 
amendment was left over to the report stage. 

Section 35 empowers the Ministr to con- 
tinue or extend a direct labour scheme. 

Mr. Lenihan moved an amendment to the 
effect that no change should be made in any 
direct labour scheme without the consent of 
the County Council. 

Sir John Keane, supporting the amend- 
ment, said that the principle involved in 
the section was a most dangerous one, for it 
gave the Minister power to continue any 
scheme until any date he liked. That meant 
that all the control of local authorities over 
direct labour schemes was taken away 

The Minister accepted the amendment, and 
said that the clause did not seek arbitrary 
powers for the Minister. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE OFFICERS. 
Mr. Farren (for Senator O'Farrell) moved 
an amendment to Section 56, with the object 
of conferring powers on local authorities to 
pension school attendance ofhcers. It was, he 
contended, gross!y unfair to debar one section 
of employés from receiving superannuation 
when every other section was entitled to it 
Mrs. Wyse Power said that school attend 
.ance officers were not employed by local 
authorities in the same sense as others 
They were employed by the School Attend- 
ance Committee, which was not a local 
authority, and they had not to enter either a 
competitive examination or a medical exams.

FINDING OF COURT OF 
INQUIRY, 


An inquiry was held at Stonehaven yester- 
day into the loss of the Aberdeen trawler 
Ulster, which was wrecked near Portlethen, 
with the loss of five of the crew of eight. 
Charles Robb, fisherman, said that the 
Ulster left Aberdeen Harbour at 10 p.m. on 
January 22. The mate, Charles Robinson, 
junior, had the appearance of having been 
drinking. The mate and his father took the 
watch, and the witness when relieved at the 
wheel went to his bunk. He was awakened 
by the ship striking, and, running to the 
wheelhouse, found the mate asleep. He 
awakened him, and the mate, in a dazed 
manner, said, What is the matter now?” 
and, looking out of the window, added, “ I 
see land there.” The skipper, coming on 
deck, ordered full speed astern, but the vessel 
began to fil with water. The witness thought 
that the mate was quite capable of taking his 
watch. 

Charles Robinson, senior, said that his son 
did not give him the impression of being 
drunk. It was the custom for a deck hand to 
do odd jobs on deck and below while on the 
watch, and the witness was below when the 
vessel struck. When he left the mate the 
latter was singing. 

The Sheriff commented on the practice that 
a deck hand was oniy on the look out when 
there was nothing else to do. 

The jury returned a formal verdict, adding 
that the accident was caused by the negli- 
gence of the mate at his post.

INTERESTING FIGURES. 


The Rev. Father Collins, O. M. I., presided 
at the annual meeting of the North Offaly 
Cow-testing Association in Coltin’s Hotel, 
Tullamore. He pointed out that, while they 
had met with many difficulties during 
the past year, they had kept the Association 
together. Mr. Carlyle, of Croghan, the new 
supervisor, had given it a new lease of life. 
The work of the Association was well worthy 
of the support of the County Council and the 
County Committee of Agriculture. A deputa- 
tion had waited on the Commissioner adminis- 
tering the affairs of the county, and he had 
promised to consider the question of a grant 
when striking the rate for — — 
schemes. 

The Secretary of the County Committee of 
Agriculture wrote saying that the Department, 
had 2 of the payment of the grant 
awarded to the Association, provided that 
details of the expenditure were supplied to 
the County Committee. It was decided to 
spend £6 on prizes for the best heifers or 
calves the progeny of registered dairy cows, 
the prizes to be awarded at the forthcoming 
Tullamore Show, and that £6 should be 
awarded at the end of the year for the best 
milk yields in the Association. 

Supervisor called attention to the 
summary of records, It showed thaf there 
were 65 cows with complete records, 
and 86 with incomplete records. The 
total milk yield for complete records was 
406.918 lbs.; the total butter-fat yield 
16,565.76 lbs.; the average milk yield per 
cow 6,459 lbs., and the average butter-fat 
yield per cow was 259.77lbs. The best cow 
in the Association gave a milk vield of 
11,502 lbs. in forty-two weeks, 451.40 of 
butter-fat—an average of 3.92 per cent. of 
butter-fat. The value of the butter-fat at 
ls. a gallon wag £22 lls. 4d.; the value of 
the separated milk at Id. a gallon was £38 
6s. 9d., and the total return was £60 18s. 1d. 
The total return from the worst cow in the. 
Association was £10 16s. The comparatively 
high average yields in these cases is explained 
by the fact that only a small number of the 
total cows on test have completed their milk- 
ing periods, and these include most of the 
best cows in the Association.
